I merely suggested to him 
that in drafting the complaint you join you as co-Com plainan t . 

The CIA appears to have learned a lesson from our CA2052-73. They are tacitly 
admitting that the WC exceeded its classification authority. There is something I'll 
be doing with these, if I can, and I think I can, tiiat I'll not explain now exceot 
when I speak to Jim. 

Qur problem rem ain s time. Neither of us can keep up. Jim was to have been here 
two days ago but could not make it. I'd have liked to have filed the affidavit he 
is haping up before now. I'll also be taking what for me is a different approach 
in that. I'm sure Jim will provide copies. 

This is in the spectro suit. Jim says you interpret one of Hoover's letters to 
mean that he never had. compiled results. I have reason to believe to the contrary 
but would welcome specifics. Those of these documents I had are scattered, largely 
because of uses. We've been refused them by the FBI and delayed by the Archives, which 
has not yet delivered them although almost two weeks ago, on the last request, Johnson 
assured me there'd be no problem. 

J im was to have asked you for as complete a set as you can provide dealing with 
both tests. That tills was foresighted and that their conduct would be stypical now 
seems to have been an accurate anticiaption, but we still do not know all" the relevant 
documents. The F3I and Archives have both behaved atypically on this, which makes it 
possible that having all can be more important. 

I hats to feel that suspecting the worst of Lifton always seems justified. He 
seems to have used a typical trick with us. He phones Jim and wheedles him for a long 
time and is not satisfied but says otherwise, *e then, atypically again, writes me 
a nice letter (from him?). He says rewrites it as soon as he speaks with Jim and 
dates it that day and does mail it for a long time. So, I sit down and write him a 
long explanation. It then turns out tha prior to writing me and my taking time I 
ought not for these explanations he lias jumped the gun and is ordering the material 
I ve forced out on Ms own agter I’ve assured him we’ll give it to him. There n-ver 
has been any doubt about this and in addition to letters I’ve said it publicly often 
enough. Naturally I suspect he did not write the letter when he represented. 

If you have any influence on his, plea a try to keep him silent. This is a 
very delicate bjit also very promising matter with a situation that ought not be 
folded with. I've found potential and new allies of some influence. We are tiding to 
perfect a record and it is of utmost importance. The egomaniacial nut Nichols has 
already hurt with his rus ing into print with pseudo-scientific drek. At the very 
best it was entirely premature and he is underinformed and ill-informed. 

It is premature to play tie numbers game. However, if Dave has a genuine expertise 
in this fxeld, anything he sees and cm suggest will in the end be helpful. 

They are withholding and the judge has created a very eaecial situation, an entire’ 
difxerent one from that referred to above, with deliberate misinterpretations of the la% 
/ e wants me to take the government atbface value and says he will. I'm tackling this 
head on because it means the end of the law again if I do not. I've specified to the 
JSAttomey three withholdings from what they've given m alone end told Mm there are 
more and that I'm not going to specify them regardless of what the judge says, toldhim 
way with sonic pointedness (they’ll give me no more then I specify). We are quite 
prepared (except for financing) to go to the court of appeals oni this as well as on 
discovery lor tha oest of unexplained reasons I hope you can analyse for yourself. 
Discovery is vital. I’ve also asked the government for responses under oath and warned 
nim to expect perjury. I don't t ink he is talked to this way pften but I do not t.M ni- 
it safe to predict the reaction, when there is one. 
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
